Secretary of State Timmo has decided 


to take tho next state census under the 
state law rather than tho federal law. It 
was stuted in the Gazette a few days ugo 
that it tho census was taken under the 
federal law, Wisconsin would probably 
secure form the general 
government 


an amount ot money equal to one-halt 
of the cost of taking tho last federal cen- 
sus of the state. There seemed to bo 
s»mo inducement for Secretary Timme 
to accept the terms proposed by the de- 
partment of the interior at Washington; 
but it was not absolutely certain that 
ho would receive from tho government 
the money which was only piirtially prom- 
ised, and then again, in tho language o* 
the State Journal, ."the federal law re- 
quires a very elaborate census, including 
all manner of statistics and a great mass 
ot inofrmation, to collect which would 
necessarily complicate tho work to such 
an extent that it would bo very doubtful 
whether tho town clerks would be able 
to pfform it intelligently und accurately, 
Then, too, tho work which the town 
clerks would be called upon to do, is not 
actually required by law. and as no 
means oxints for compensating them for 
the extra worn: imposed by the federal 
laws, except through tho enactment ot 
some future legislature, it is doubttol it 
they would bo willing to perform the 
work."

COMES IN FLAME AND SMOKE AND 


THE SUDDEN EXPLOSION. 


A Sooro of People Suffocated and Burned 


In u Now York Tenement—Frightful 


Holl«r Explohioli—Two Flromon 


Killed—Kocord of Dlsustcra. 


NEW YORK, May 4—The largo five-story 


touoinoiit bouse at GTS First avenue, noar 
Thirty-eighth street, was discovered to be 
on flro at 1 o'clock Sunday morning. The 
house was full of people, who woro abed at 
the time. Tho flames spread rapidly, uud. 
most agonizing scenes quickly onsuoJ. 
In 


attempting to escape many persons were 
burned or wore injured by jumping from 
windows. All tho ambulances in the city 
were soon on thoir way to tho spot. 


Tho flro broke out in the roar of John 


Humphrey's liquor store, CT- First avonuo. 
Tho ilamos spread quickly in tho inflamma- 
ble material which filled tho room whore the 
flro originated. 
Tho hallways of tlio build- 


in;; soon filled with sraoko, and when tho in- 
matua woro aroused thoy found oscapo dif- 
ficult and bocamo panic stricken. Many do 
spnired ot 
reaching the stairways end 


jumped from tho windows. 


When tho llromon arrived every window 


was Oiled with frantic men, woman and 
children, shrieking wildly for help. 
Boforo 


ladders could be raised -Mrs. Humpliroy, 
wife of the saloon-koopor, Joapod from n 
third-story window and was instantly kilioi 
Both her logs waro shattered. 
.The other 


members 
of tho Humphrey family woro 


found lying on tho floors of their rooms. 
Several 
persons 
followed 
Mrs. 
Hum- 


phreys1 oxamplo 
and 
jumped 
to 
tho 


pavement Thoy woro terribly mangled. By 
this timo tho life-saving corps had run np 
thoir scaling-ladders and began tho worlc 
of rcscuo. 
Whou tho firemen succeeded in 


reaching tho upper stories u fearful discov- 
ery was mudo. On every floor dead and 
dying people woro hoapod. Boiy after body 
was hurriedly dragged to tho street. 
Somo 


ot tho inmates revived upon reaching the 
open air, but many were carried unconscious 
to tho hospital. 
Sovcu dead bodies 
'ore 


soon lying side by sido. Mrs. Krotchnor 
was found suffocated to death in her room 
on tho fifth floor. Her sou Albert, who 
leaped from a window, will probably die of 
his injuries. 


The loss of life migbt have boon averted 


but for .the delay of tho stoamors on account 
of their being busy at a flro at tho house of 
Collls P. Huntington, tho railroad magnate, 
at Park avonuo and Thirty-oight street. The 
damage to Huntington's houso was about 
$5,000. ' When tho flromon arrived at First 
avenuo thoy soon quenched the flarnos in tho 
tenement houso, and tho loss to tho building 
will probably not oxcocd 54,000. They were 
too late, bowavor, to prevent tho loss ol life. 


After tho flro was put out tho ruins wero 


soarchod Cor bodies till a late hour. As 
soon as the stroains of water had darkened 
tho flames a littlo, and almost boforo the 
ombers ceased to glow, tho rooms were 
(searched for tho dead and wounded, and 
thoy were hurriod to the hospital Tho oc- 
cupants of tho tonomont were mainly Ger- 
mans ono apartment to a family being tho 
rule, Thoro woro ten families in tho tonc- 
miintavorngiug five persons each.
